1. SEPARATE SCHEDULE FOR UNDER SECRETARY CASEY COULD MAKE 
HIM PRINCIPAL IN ROUNDTABLE MEETING WITH SELECTED MINISTERS 
SUGGESTED BY FOREIGN MINISTRY ( PARA 3 REF B). WE WOULD PROPOSE 
GROUP CONSISTING OF MINISTERS OF FINANCE, MINES AND HYDROCARBONS, 
DEVELOPMENT, COMMUNICATIONS, PUBLIC WORKS, PLUS CHIEF ( MINISTERIAL 
RANK) OF PRESIDENT' S NATIONAL OFFICE OF PLANNING AND COORDINATION, 
CHIEF OF FOREIGN TRADE INSTITUTE ( WHICH HAS TAKEN OVER MAIN 

ROLE OF FOREIGN ECONOMIC POLICY FROM FOREIGN MINISTRY), 

PRESIDENT OF CENTRAL BANK, PRESIDENT OF NATIONAL SECURITIES 
COMMISSION, AND FORMER AMBASSADOR TO U.S. JULIO SOSA RODRIGUEZ, 
WHO HANDLES ANDEAN PACT AND OIL NEGOTIATIONS WITH UNITED STATES. 
THIS COULD BE DONE IN MORNING WHILE SECRETARY IS OCCUPIED 
WITH CALLS ON PRESIDENT AND FOREIGN MINISTER. 

2. IN AFTERNOON, WE SUGGEST UNDER SECRETARY CASEY MEET WITH 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF AMERICAN CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, WHICH IS ONE 
OF TWO OR THREE LARGEST IN LATIN AMERICA AND HAS PARTICULARLY 
CAPABLE AND IMAGINATIVE LEADERSHIP. THIS COULD BE COMBINED WITH 
DISCUSSION OF COMMERCIAL SUPPORT WORK WITH EMBASSY OFFICERS, 

WHO WORK CLOSELY WITH CHAMBER AND ITS STAFF AND ARE DISCUSSING 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THESE MATTERS WITH THEM ON CONTINUING BASIS. ( USAID ACTIVITY 
HERE SHOULD BE GIVEN LOW PRIORITY, SINCE IT WILL BE CLOSED DOWN 
HERE THIS SUMMER EXCEPT FOR PUBLIC SAFETY AND SOME REGIONALLY- 
FUNDED PROGRAMS.)
